Among the 
refugees was Edward Ryan, special 
representative of the American Red 
Cross Society, who had been held by 
the Huerta authorities.

he could do nothing but surrender.

lution which would permit the presi-

lain. This would authorize the presi^ 
dent to recruit each unit of the army. 
It said, "In time of war, or when war 
was imminent, or on other grave oc- 
casions demanding the use of the regu- 
lar army." The resolution also stated

London, May 7.—King George and 
Queen Mary today opened a new 
wing of the British Museum which 
has just been completed at a cost of 
a million dbllars. It is the first part 
of a large scheme of extension. 
• In 1S95 the government bought a 
considerable portion of the Duke ol 
Bedford's property around the mu- 
seum for $1,250,000 and a large area 
was cleared. 
The legacy of ?250,OOC 
bequethed by Vincent Stuqky Lean 
for the enlargement of the museum 
gave impetus to the present exten- 
sion. The bequest was intended par- 
ticularly for the extension of the read- 
ing room and library, to which ihe 
testator was a frequent visitor. 
The new building is in architec- 
tural harmony with the old museum. 
Its facade, which is flanked by two 
massive towers, is of Portland stone, 
the outer walls and pedestals of the 
forecourt, being of Scotch 
granite. 
The main entrance is surmounted by 
a balcony, the parapet of which is 
formed by the stone laid in June, 
1907, 
by-Hie late King Edward. The 
doorway itself is formed of marble, 
surrqunded with granite, and is closed 
by a. bronze door, the upper panlla 
or which are sculptured in reliet.

One such city garden is so well ar- 
ranged and so successful that a spe- 
cialist of the department has made 
the accompanying diagram of it and 
has furnished the following descrip- 
tion as a guide to the city people who 
would like to raise .their own green 
vegetables in an area not larger than 
25x70 feet. The same plan, .however, 
is equally useful to those who wish 
to have a small garden patch in a 
larger yard. It also should convince 
those who feel the call of the. wild, 
and who have 
the ambition to en- 
Rage in gardening, that no large area 
is necessary to make home vegeta- 
ble raising worth while. 
Three Crop Garden.. 
The plot of.land which is pictured 
consisted of an area 25. feet wide and 
some 70 feet deep, bounded on two 
sides by a board fence about 6 feet 
high and on one end by the house 
and on the other by an alley with a 
small shed occupying a portion of the 
alley frontage. This garden 
provid- 
ed space for 15 prane vines. 
Seven 
vines were planted close to the fence 
on either^ side and were trained to 
it.. The fifteenth vine was planted at 
the end of the. shed and the arbor 
rver which it was trained was raised 
1S inches above the tob of the shed 
rnof. On .either side of the yard and 
about 3% or 4 feet from, the 
fence 
was a narrow flagstone walk. On 
either side of the walk a row of 
strawberry plants were placed about 
15 inches apart so that 
there were 
four rows of strawberries pratically 
the full length of the yard. Between 
the grape vines and about half way 
between the walk and the fence cur- 
rant bushes were 
tween the currant 
planted 
and be- 
bushes and 
the 
strawberry plants some low-growing 
vegetables, such as 
beans, peppers, 
esrenlants and the like, were planted, 
while betweea the two walks an area, 
which as abont 12 feet wide, was de- 
voted to garden purposes. 
In this area the' rows of low-grow- 


ing, quick-maturing, early vegetables 
were planted so that at proper inter- 
vals between 
them 
later 
maturing 
mrts could be dispersed.. The early 
nlantings consisted' 
ishes, early beets, 
;"nd a few parsnips, 
ilaced so that they

benefit of the entire growing season, 
while between were placed first rows 
of radishes and 
lettuce and 
later 
bunch beans. The beets, later in the 
-.eason. gave way to a few late cab- 
bage plants. An area was devoted to 
a dozen tomato plants trained to a 
single stem on stakes about four feet 
high. 
These were planted about IS 
inches apart in each direction which 
r;ave them ample room for maturity 
Jtw as necessary, however, that the 
site for tomatoes should be as sunny 
as practicable. In the least sunny 
portion .of the yard early and late 
neas were planted together with a 
row of sweet peas tor, supply a few 
much prized blossoms*for the table 
Before the tomatoes are 
planted, 
.onion sets occupied 
the area and 
were allowed to remain until lar?e 
enough for use or until it was neces- 
sary to thin them ia certain areas to 
make space for planting the toma- 
toes. 
A few 
parsley 
plants 
were 
placed in a convenient corner, where 
they did not receive too much sun- 
light, but 
where the. environment 
was as cool as possible and sufficient- 
ly moist to keep the plants growing 
It was not deemed wise to attempt 
to grow any vines such as cucumbers, 
melons or squashes in this restricted 
area. 'Neither did it pay to grow po- 
tatoes or corn, but in the autumn it 
was tound wise to plant spinach, kale, 
and potato-onion sets in order that a 
supply of green succulents might be 
bad during the 
winter 
and 
early 
spring. 


This garden area was well drain- 
ed and made very rich by the addi- 
tion or high grade'..fertilizers, such as 
dried blood and bone ' meal, and an 
abundant supply of, well-rotted stable 
manure. For such-a dense plant pop- 
ulation to thrive it is necessary
